Astronauts Fight Cold, 
Prepare for Re-Entry 

SPACE CENTER, Houston, April Id (tTPI),— The Apollo-13 
astronauts passed the halfway mark home today with their patch - 
ed-up spaceship on true course and their reserves of oxygen, 
water, power and fuel holding up well 

Optimism both in space and on the ground was growing that 
Capt. James A. Lovell jr. and his two crewmates, Fred W. Haise 
Jr. and John L. Swigert jr., would safely splash down in the 
Pacific at 1808 GMT Friday. 

■It's going a lot better than we ever expected,” reported Capt. 
Lovell. 

On the day Capt. Lovell and Mr. Haise had. hoped to be walk- 
ing on the moon, the lunar lander Aquarius was still linked to 
the command module, Odyssey, as they went past the midway 
point at 1858 GMT. 

Chief astronaut Donald EL Slayton said Apollo- 13 would prob- 
ably try to hold on to Aquarius until about an hour before 
scheduled splashdown. 

‘Beantifni Shape 9 

"If things keep going the way they are, we're in beautiful 
shape.” Mr. Slayton said. “But you can’t discount the fact that 
something else might (go out; on you before you get home.” 

Mr. Slayton said re-entry itself was "not really difficult, but 
the problem is one of integrating all of these procedure* into a 
reasonable time line — it’s the time it takes to do them and the 
time is limited.” 

As Apollo-13 steadily moved into earth's gravity, its speed was 
bonding up from 3,750 toUrr an hour at the midway point to 
24,385 miles an hour just before it reaches earth. 

The astronauts planned to shed their service module about 
four and a half hours before re-entry. That was the section in 
which an. explosion caused America’s third moon-landing mission 
to be aborted. 

One of the astronauts’ biggest problems seemed to be the 
cold In the command module, but this was a matter of discom- 
fort and not safety. Mr. Swigert told mission control it was 35 
to 40 degrees Fahrenheit in the command ship Wednesday night. 
Space center spokesman Jack Riley said later, however, that 
telemetry showed cabin temperature of 52 degrees at the time. 

■‘It’s not too uncomfortable in Aquarius, but it’s definitely 
cold in Odyssey," Mr. Swigert said, adding that he, Capt. Lovell 
and Mr. .Raise were donning extra sets of long underwear. 

Earlier Thursday, Capt. Lovell and Mr. Swigert hooked up 
a loop to recharge one of the three batteries In the commend 
module and Mr. Haise reported, “They both came down here 
jlnto Aquarius! rubbing , their hands and shivering." 

Power Failure 

The command module got cold because all its instruments 
were turned off to conserve electricity. An oxygen tank ex- 
plosion ruptured its supporting service section Monday night, 
causing an electric power failure and mining the lunar landing 
mission. The operating instruments normally heat the cabin. 

The cold concerned engineers worried -about the command 
ship's delicate guidance equipment They feared the ship's com- 
puter and associated gear might not work as exactly as designed 
when the astronauts begin their descent to earth. 

But Christopher C. Kraft, deputy director of the Manned 
Spacecraft Center, said the worst that could happen under such 
conditions would be that Apollo-13 might land 25 miles off target. 
This was acceptable, he said. 

The space center reported the ‘‘weak 1 ’ tropical storm Helen 
Is expected to be 500 miles from the recovery area. The fore- 
cast for the landing site was for winds of 15 knots and four- 
foot seas, which space officials termed “acceptable.” 

Space agency sources, meantime, said some engineers now 
believe excessive pressure or foreign matter in an oxygen tank 
led to the explosion Monday night that brought failure to the 
mission. 

They said a meteoroid Impact still could not be excluded as 
the cause of the near tragedy, but it was believed tbe tank 
ruptured and carried away systems, winch resulted in loss of power 
for the command module. 

Flight director Gerald Griffin reported that Apollo's maneuver 
Thursday morning had headed It into the imaginary space corridor

Splashdown Weather Outlook Good 


HOUSTON. April 16 (API. — 
The spaceflight weather center 
at mission control here said to- 
day that weather conditions will 
be - acceptable fof~ ApoIlo-13'3 
landing in the Pacific tomor- . 
row. 

It says skies la the planned 
recovery area will be partly 
cloudy and there will be widely 
scattered showers. Easterly 
winds at 15 knots and seas of 
about four feet are expected in 


the splashdown area, with the 
temperature about 15. 

The weather center said the 
weak tropical storm Helen is 
expected to be about 500 miles 
west of the recovery area and 
should not affect the landing 
or recovery of Apollo-13. 

The Honolulu weather bu- 
reau says Helen still carries 
winds up to 35 knots, but these 
seem to be diminishing with 
the storm pattern breaking up 


Meanwhile, the aircraft car- 
rier Iwo Jima is expected to 
reach the prime splashdown 
area at 1500 Greenwich mean 
time, or about three hours be- 
fore the expected splashdown.

U.S. War Deaths 
At 6-Month Peak 

SAIGON, - April 16 (AP). — 
During the week ending 
Saturday, 141 Americans were 
killed — the highest weekly 
death toll in six months, com- 
mand tabulations showed to- 
day. One hundred and forty 
three were killed in the week 
that ended last Sept. 13. 

The number of Americans 
wounded fell by more than 
half, from 1.179 in the first 
week of tbe offensive to 457.

Soviet Envoy to UN Endorses 
New Conference on Indochina

TJNXTED NATIONS, N.Y.. April 
16 (WP'j. — Soviet Ambassador 
Yakov Malik today endorsed the 
concept of a new Geneva con- 
ference as the only way to ‘'bring 
about a fresh solution” of the 
problems in Cambodia and Indo- 
china. 

'When correspondents followed 
up his observation during a press 
conference, Mr. Malik avoided de- 
tails, He contended that the mat- 
ter was not before the United 
Nations and that he did not have 
any particular information but 
Moscow was taking “the closest 
interest." he said. “Perhaps some- 
■thing- is being done." 

Western diplomats here regarded 


the Soviet comment as a deliberate 
effort to launch a trial ballon fol- 
lowing pleas to reconvene tbe 
Geneva meetings. Since Mr. Malik 
Is a deputy foreign minister, the 
move was being analyzed care- 
fully. 

Mr. Malik also appeared to dis- 
miss the current Big-Four talks 
here on the Middle East as futile. 
He linked the solution to all Middle 
East problems to a total Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied Arab 
territories. 

In response to a question on 
Cambodia, Mr. Malik noted that 
the Soviet Union had opposed the

By yesterday, however, the 
trickle of disfigured corpses down 
the muddy river had become al- 
most a flood. Ferry passengers 
held handkerchiefs to their faces 
to escape the stench of death. 

Sometimes the ferry swept bodies 
aside, with passengers watching 
impassively as the corpses were 
tumbled into the surging wake. 
Near the landing on the eastern 
bank, where the tides and a curve 
in the river made a backwash, half 
a dozen bodies floated face down 
within about 30 yards of a slope 
where village women were doing 
their wash. 

Since nobody had bothered 
counting, no one knew how many 
had drifted by. Villagers along the 
river said the number may have

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Rocket Crash Made Moon 
‘Ring Like a Bell’ for 4 Hours 


StftANOED IN SPACE

WASHINGTON. April 16 
CWP).— The moon "rang like a 
hell" tor four hours Tuesday 
night when Apallo-13's booster 
rochet smashed into it, trigger- 
ing the greatest man-made 
moonquake to date. 

The crash of the empty rock- 
et casing SO miles from the 

seismometer left by Apollo- 12 

was planned months ago as 
Apollo-13's first scientific ex- 
periment . With no moon land- 
ing. it becomes the only one. 

Dr. Gary Latham, a seismo- 
logist, said yesterday in Hous- 
ton— where signals from the 

Apollo- 12 instrument have been 
received regularly ®tnce No- 
vember — that the signal Tues- 
day was much larger than ex- 
pected. 

Scientists aay tentatively that 
It will force reconsideration of 
all theories so far proposed 
about the lunar Interior. 

It may Indicate that the un- 
known events that melted the 
moon’s surface around 3-1; 2 
billion vears ago, a billion years 
after its creation, -were so great 
that they melted material at 
least 35 to 40 miles In depth. 
The sound waves apparently 
penetrated at least that deep 
before returning to the surface. 

The signals also seemed to 
show that If the moon has a 
molten or once-molten inner 
core, it must be deeply buried. 
The seismometer recorded no 
variation in signals to indicate 
any boundary or area of differ- 
ing material. 

These initial conclusions back 
up the fact that the ApoZlo-13 
experiment has provided one of 
the most important sets of raw 
data thus far about the still 
largely unknown moon. 

Lunar seismology began with 
the first lunar landing last July, 
when Apollo-11 astronauts left 
a seismometer that worked only 
for one day. The Apollo-12 crew 
left a much more sensitive seis- 
mometer with more rugged in- 
strumentation. 


On Nov. 30, alter leaving the 
moon, the empty lunar module 
of Apollo-12 was crashed into 
the lunar surface. Startled 
scientists noted a “very positive, 
very long-lasting event,” an ar- 
tificial moonquake "unlike any 
that any of us have ever seen 
on the earth.” 

Pot the Apollo-13 experiment, 
scientists anticipated a louder 
jolt and one longer than the 35 
minutes recorded la November. 
The big Saturn-5 rocket was to 
hit the moon with the impact of 
11 tons of TNT — 11 times great- 
er than the lunar module's jolt. 

The rocket hit on schedule. 
But then it built up from s 
modest start to a signal 20 to 
30 times greater than the 
November signal. 

'•Now." said Dr. Latham, "we 
all have to go back to scratching 
our heads." 

Scientists concluded in 
November that shock waves 
were trapped in a loose, rubbly 
gravel “sandwich,” producing a 
signal that traveled readily 
through the loose gravel and 
bounced back and forth between 
two lava layers. The two-layer 
Idea was later dropped, but the 
notion remained that the signal 
was rapidly scattered and 
repropagated in a deep lunar 
rubble. 

Dr. Latham pointed out, 
however, that this did not ex- 
plain why there was such a fast 
buildup on the Apollo-13 signal. 
“One possibility is that coupling 
of energy was more efficient,” 
he said. “The LEM struck at a 
very shallow angle. The rocket 
came in nearly vertically." 

“It's still possible that the 
signal is scattered in a rubble. 
But the answer has to involve 
more,” he added. 

The big disappointment, said 
Dr. Latham, is that Apollo-13 
did not land and leave still 
another seismometer for the 
beginning of a seismic “net- 
work.”

atmosphere. 

"We’re in the corridor now.” Mr. Griffin said. "If we do 
anything now, it would be to get us back toward the center.” If 
. Apollo-13 missed the corridor and came In at a too -shallow angle, 
the.ship would skip away tram earth. If it came in at too steep 
an angle, the ship could be damaged or destroyed. 

Later, mission control said the astronauts would have to 
make a tiny course correction at 2253 GMT Friday to fine-tune 
their aim on their splashdown target The maneuver would be 
made with «m«n steering rockets and slow the craft just one 
mile an hour. 

Flight director Glynn Lunney told a news conference, how- 
ever, that Apollo-13 is in "a comfortable trajectory” and that 
the Friday course correction was not absolutely necessary. He 
said it might make the crew happier to do it because it would 
put them on a re-entry path they were more familiar with. 

When told the entry angle was a good one. Capt. Lovell 
replied, “Yeah, that sounds pretty good. We’re getting in there.” 

A seal in a lunar module helium tank burst as expected early 
today and engineers for a while thought that the escaping gas 
might affect Apollo-13’s trajectory. They later determined that 
It had no effect, but the gas did start the spaceship revolving 
once every two minutes. 

"It's a little annoying." reported Mr. Swigert. But he said 
the constant spinning was not uneamfortabla. The revolving 
interfered with radio communications periodically as the antennae 
pointed away from earth. 

Apollo-13 had been farther off course than any other returning 
moonship. Without Thursday morning’s maneuver, the astro- 
nauts would have missed the earth by more than 100 miles and 
sped off in a distant orbit in which they would have been 
doomed. 

The astronauts were well aware of the situation. When told 
by ground control that the firing looked good, Mr. Halse snapped 
back: “Let’s hope it was." .... .. . - 

The astronauts tested one of the two main electrical distribu- 
tion systems in the command module late Wednesday and found 
it worked. This was a boon to plans to use power from the 
lunar module to charge the command module's batteries before 
re-entry. 

Mr. Kraft said the operations just before Apollo-13 splashes 
Into the atmosphere Friday still would be tight, and require precise 
piloting on the part of the astronauts. They will jettison their 
damaged service module and their life-earing lunar module before 
riding the cone-shaped command module into the atmosphere. 


SPACE CENTER Houston, 
April 16 <AP}.— • Barring a new 
major problem, the next critical 
period for the Apollo-13 space- 
craft will be in the hours before 
re-entry Friday. 

Before re-entering the atmos- 
phere, the astronauts must dis- 
card two sections of their space 
train— a powerless service 
module and the lunar module, 
which has been their lifeboat 
since the command ship was 
crippled by an oxygen tank rup- 
ture Monday. 

Then they must power up the 
now dead command ship with 
auxiliary batteries before mak- 
ing the blazing dive back to 
earth and splashdown in the 
Pacific. 

A team of mission control- 
center specialists has been 
working around the clock to 
perfect the highly technical 
details for bringing the space- 
men bock from the brink of 
disaster. 

A tentative plan calls for the 
three astronauts to enter the 
command module and power up 
its systems about 1230 GMT 
Friday. Two hours later they 
are to Jettison the service 
module by exploding connecting 
bolts. 

Possible Collision 
Because the tank rupture oc- 
curred In the service module it 
has no power «nd cannot move 
away on its own as on previous 
re-entry missions. To avoid a 
possible collision, the astronauts 
will move away by firing the 
lunar module jets. 

They will seal off the three- 
foot-long tunnel between the 
lunar and command ships and . 
pressurize it about two hours 
before the approximate 160D 
GMT re-entry sequence begins 


and buQd up pressure in the 
tunnel. An hour later they'll 
release securing latches and the 
pressure in the tunnel should 
push the two craft apart. This 
is another power-saving move. 

The command ship lias 99 
ampere-hours of electrical power 
to be tapped at the start of re- 
entry. Flight director Gerald 
Griffin estimated 70 to 80 am- 
pere-hours will be needed for 
tbe re-entry and landing se- 
quence.

Wives Monitor 
Critical Burn

Emergency Panel of Experts

HOUSTON, April 16 (APV—

locked in silence, two wives 
listened anxiously last night as 
their -Apollo-13 astronaut' bus- 
bands fired a • critical rocket 
bum.

In the months of training 
leading up to Apollo- 13, the crew 
and the directors flew dozens of 
simulated flights in which every 
conceivable emergency short of 
absolute catastrophe was made 
to happen to the spaceship. 

Simulated Experience 

“This current mission, with a 
loss of power on the command 
module while the LEM (lunar 
exclusion module) is still at- 
tached. was flown many times 
in the simulators.” a National 
Space and Aeronautics Admin- 
istration technician, said. 

“When the explosion happen- 
ed Monday night, the crew had 
started to climb into the LEM 
even before the flight director 
told them to. they were so fami- 
liar with what probably would 
happen. 

‘If this crew gets back, it will 
be because of the absolute faith 
the crew and the directors have 
in each other.” 

In making the life-or -death 
decisions, the four flight di- 
rectors. who work in shifts, 
rely heavily on dozens of 
flight controllers and a bank 
of five 20-foot-long computers. 

During a space flight, the 
computers will receive millions 
of bits of information radioed 
automatically from space. 

After digesting and correlate ■ 
ing .the data, which is done 
almost instantly, the computer 
is prepared to spew out situa- 
tion reports on almost anything 
connected with the flight that 
the flight director and his as- 
sistants might desire.

HEW Rejects Plan to Test 
Children’s Crime Potential

WASHINGTON, April 16 <WP.>.— 
A proposal to the White House that 
all of tills country's 6-year-old 
children be psychologically tested 
for their criminal potential has 
been deemed unfeasible by the De- 
partment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 

HEW said its view of the proposal, 
made to President Nixon last De- 
cember by Dr. Arnold Hutschhecker 
of New York, is “most unfavorable.” 

Rep. Cornelius E. Gallaghe r, D 
N. J„ was informed of toe HEW 
rejection of the proposal yesterday 
by a White House offi cial. Rep. 
Q&Uagher had Informed HEW and 
the White House of his intention 
to hold hearings on the Hutsch- 
necker proposal 

White 'House staff members 
reached last night w ould o nly con- 
firm the report that HEW has re- 
jected the proposal, sent on Dec. 
30 to the agency by John Ehrlich- 
man. the President’s assistant for 
domestic affairs. 

No Details Given 
Details of the r ejectio n were also 
unavailable from HEW, which was 
asked by Mr. EhrMchman to advise 
the White House on the “advis- 
ability of setting up pilot projects 
embodying some of these ap- 
proaches." 

The approaches of' Dr. Hutsch- 
necker to the problem of urban 
crime are tests for all children 
between the . ages of 6 and- 8. Those 
children found by the tests to have 
a potential for crime would be 
treated through a massive psycho- 
logical and psychiatric program. 

“The hard core," Dr. Hutsch- 
necker said, should be confined to 
camps where they would learn more 
socially acceptable behavior pat- 
terns. 

1 Psychiatrists and psychologists 
have denounced the- plan as “ri- 
diculous,” “Ignor ant" a nd “Frank- 
enstein fiction."

In New York, a federal mediator 
attending negotiations involving 
the four major daily newspapers, 
said that.the talks had “reached a 
critical stage.” 

Parts shortages due to the truck- 
ing strikes were cited by American 
Motors Corp. in its announcement 
that 10.000 workers were being laid 
off today and tomorrow at plants 
in Milwaukee. Kenosha, Wis„ and 
Brampton. Ontario. 

3,160 Laid Off 

A General Electric Co. plant in 
Louisville, Ky., where 3J.Q0 workers 
already have been laid off, said 
that 500 more employees would 
be released today. 

International Harvester Co. an- 
nounced in Chicago that 4,500 em- 
ployees were being laid off at sev- 
eral plants, including 2,500 at a 
Springfield. Ohio, plant. The com- 
pany said that all plants would be 
nearly shut down next week if the 
truck strikes continue. 

Among the cities hit by the 
truck strikes were Los Angeles, 
Cleveland, St Louis, Akron, Ohio, 
and Buffalo, N.Y. 

The truck drivers were striking 
to protest a tentative nationwide 
contract which provides wage in- 
creases of S1J0 over three years. 

The Teamsters .Union is prepar- 
ing to hold a national referendum 


on the contract. Drivers currently 
average $4 an hour. 

Some manufacturers predicted 
that th~ layoffs would reach vast 
proportions unless a settlement 
were reached before next week. 

In Pittsburgh, major steel pro- 
ducers said tlrnt a week-long strike 
by independent steel haulers might 
force them to shut down operations. 

UH. Steel and other producers 
made the statement in asking a 
Pittsburgh federal judge to end 
the walkout by the Fraternal As- 
sociation of Steel Haulers.

— The Times-Mirror Co., which 
owns the Los Angeles Times, an- 
nounced yesterday that It would 
purchase a controlling Interest In 
Newsday. the prosperous Long Is- 
land paper published in Garden 
City. N.Y. 

The Times-Mirror, the nation’s 
third largest publishing conglomer- 
ate, will purchase toe 51 percent 
of Newsday stock owned by Harry 
F. Guggenheim, who is 79 years old 
and ailing. 

The proposed sale of the 440.000- 
daily-clrculatlon newspaper has 
been strongly opposed by many of 
NewsdaYs employes and the paper's 
four minority stockholders, who own 
the other 49 percent of toe stock. 
They - have feared that the sale 
would severely hamper Newsday 's 
independence. 

Both Mr. Guggenheim and 
Franklin P. Murphy, chairman of 
the board of Times-Mirror. sought 
to quiet those fears yesterday. In 
a statement issued here, Mr. Gug- 
genheim said that by selling his 
interest. “I believe I will assure 
the complete independence of 
Newsday and that all Long Island- 
ers will continue to have a newspa- the 


— President Nixon asked Congress 
today to put the nation’s postal 
service on a patronage-free basis 
and to raise mailmen's pay, but 
scaled down to eight cents his 
previous request for a ten-cent first 
class letter rate. 

The first class stamp increase 
from the present six-cent rate 
would generate more than $1.5 
billion, he said. With a temporary 
contribution from the Treasury, 
that would put the new system “on 
the road to a sound, pay-as-you-go 
operation,” he added. 

Under the proposals, outlined to 
congressional leaders before being 
sent to the House and Senate in a 
special message, the price of an 
airmail stamp would remain at ten 
cents. 

A plan for reorganizing the Post 
Office Department on a patronage- 
free. pay-az-you-go basis was ne- 
gotiated by toe Post Office Depart- 
ment and seven postal unions as the 
second phase of an arrangement 
worked out after the recent national 
Wildcat postal strike. 

The agreement also calls for an 
8 percent pay raise for postal 
workers and a mechanism for 
resolving possible future disputes 
before they could result in a strike. 

In other congressional action: 

• In a surprise turnabout, the 
House Armed Services Committee 
today restored $152 million for a 
third nuclear aircraft carrier and 
tentatively approved a military 
procurement authorization totaling 
$20.24 billion. 

Chairman L. Mendel Rivers, D., 
S.C., said a final vote will not be 
taken until a study ordered by 
Congress to justify the carrier is 
completed — and he indicated that 
could be as early as next week.

4 Senators Say Form 1040

• Sen. Charles McC. Mat h ia s . 
R., Md, introduced a bill that would 
create a 15-member advisory com- 
mission on federal tax forms "com- 
posed of taxpayers." It would pass 
on new forms before they were 
issued, making sure they were 
written in “common, everyday 
American English.” 

• Sen. Joseph D. Tydings, D., 
Md.. wrote Treasury Secretary 
David M. Kennedy as kin g him to 
bring back the old, small and 
simple card. Form 1040 A used 
previously by low and middle- 
income taxpayers. He called the 
new form “bewildering and dis- 
couraging” and “complicated and 
puzzling” even for taxpayers used 
to the old long Form 1040. 


• Sen. Frank E. Moss.. D. P Utah, 
told a Senate subcommittee on the 
aging that the new form is a 
particular hardship on toe elderly, 
“many of whom have reduced read- 
ing ability caused by failing eye- 
sight as well as perhaps a dimin- 
ished capacity for comprehension.” 

• Sen. William Proxmire, D„ 
Wis.. told the Senate the American 
taxpayer “has a proper complaint." 
He said they can scarcely believe 
their tax dollars a re spent wisely 
“when the tax forms themselves 
are visible advertisements of bu- 
reaucratic inefficiency.” 

Sen. Moss said the Internal Rev- 
enue Service told him the changes 
were made in the old short form 
to save money for taxpayers who 
were losing out by not claiming 
deductions, credits and exclusions. 
He said he appreciated toe IRS 
motives but could not accept itsi 
explanation. 


Banker Says 
War Distorts 
U.S. Economy 

By Frank C. Porter 
WASHINGTON. April 16 CWPL 
—The board chairman of the coun- 
try's largest bank branded UJ5. in- 
volvement in Vietnam “a tragic na- 
tional mistake” yesterday. 

Zn addition to dividing and con- 
fusing Americans, it has distorted 
the economy and hurt business 
profits. Louis B. Lundborg of the 
Bank of America told toe Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

It was one of the strongest at- 
tacks to date on UJS. policy in 
Southeast Asia by a major figure 
of the corporate community. 

Mr. Lundborg said toe' United 
States has reached the point of 
diminishing returns from defense- 
related technology and that re- 
search and development expendi- 
tures may actually be reducting 
toe rate of economic growth. 

First Witness 

He was the leadoff witness of 
month-long hearings by the com- 
mittee into what Chairman J. W. 
Fulbright, D„ Ark., called “the im- 
pact of toe war on toe everyday 
lives and attitudes of the American 
people.” 

In his testimony, Mr. Lundborg 
sought to refute “reckless and of- 
ten deliberately malicious charges 
that the U.S. busi n ess community 
has supported the Vietnam war in 
an effort to reap huge profits.” 

Despite "toe protestations of the 
New Left to the contrary," he said, 
the fact is that an end to the 
war would be good, not bad, lor 
American business.” 

During toe four years before 
Vietnam escalation, corporate pro- 
fits after taxes rose 71 percent, 
Mr. Lundborg said, but from 1966 
through 1969 they only increased 
92 percent. 

He conceded that statistics are 
inadequate to make a conclusive 
case about deteriorating profits. 

But “we do have more than ade- 
quate data to demonstrate that the 
escalation of the war in Vietnam 
has seriously distorted toe Amer- 
ican economy, has Inflamed in- 
flationary pressures, has drained 
resources that are desperately need- 

ed to overcome serious domestic 
problems confronting our country 
and has dampened the rate of 
growth in profits on both a before 
and after tax basis,” he said.

House Panel Forced to Subpoena 
Army Witnesses in My Lai Probe 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (UPI). 
—The chairman of a special con- 
gressional investigation of the al- 
leged My Lai massacre : said yes- 
terday that he had to subpoena 
Army witnesses because the Pen- 
tagon refused to produce them 
voluntarily. 

Rep.-F. Edward Hebert, D., La., 
made the accusation after his 
House Armed Services subcommit- 
tee heard -six of those witnesses in 
closed . session, including . Capt. 
Ernest Medina, one of the defend- 
ants in the case. 

Capt. Medina's lawyear, F. Lee 
Bailey, supported Rep. Hebert's 


accusation and went one step 
farther. . He sajd that tbe Army 
-was so opposed to Capt. Medina 
testifying that, as of Tuesday 
night, it had ordered him to refuse 
to appear, even though he had 
been served with a subpoena. 

“They countermanded that order 
at 2 a m. thin morning," Mr. Bailey 
said yesterday.

Breakdown in Progress 

In the 'past, the Catholic villages 
have managed to stay fairly clear 
of the Viet Cong agents working 
among the Vietnamese population. 
While there was peace, many had 
good relations with local author- 
ities. This situation is now break- 
ing down, 

"We are not Communists, we are 
Christians," complained one village 
elder. Nonetheless, the authorities 
took away the young men and 
women of his village' and put them 
In a temporary camp as Viet Cong 
suspects. 

In Neafc Luang, which is about 
60 miles from Phnom Penh on the 
main. road to Saigon, and the border 
province of Svev Rieng. Cambodian 
Army troops have set up one such 
camp in a school. Another camp is 
Just upriver.

U.S. Arms Aid 
Is Requested 
By Cambodia 

Assistance Would 
Not Include Troops

WASHINGTON, April 16.— The 
State Department said today that 
the United States has under con- 
sideration a- request by the Cam 
bodian government for military 
aid. 

Department press officer Robert 
J. McCloskey told newsmen that 
-through our embassy .to Phnom 
Penh, the Cambodian government 
baa requested military assistance 
from tbe united States. The re- 
quest 1s being examined.” 

Mr. McCloskey did not provide 
any information as to what kind 
of assistance the Cambodians axe 
asking for but officials said tbe 
request did not include troops. 

Meanwhile, on tbe Senate floor. 
Majority Leader Mike Mansfield 
urged the administration to turn 
down the Cambodian request. 

‘The road out of Vietnam for 
t-Tiic nation does not lead by way 
of arms supply or any other in- 
volvement in this new extension 
of the Indochinese tragedy into 
Cambodia, 1 ’ the Montana Demo- 
crat said. 

He warned that the appeal was 
another of “the siren songs" that 
have lured the United States 
n ggin a-nrf again into the “morass 
of Southeast Asi a." 

"We do know, or we ought to 
know on the basis of experience, 
that even with a massive Infusion 
of American equipment, we are 
likely to have a rnintTnai construc- 
tive effect on that upheaval and 
we will open the door to another 
destructive impact on our own 
national Interest," he said. 

End of an Oasis 

Sen. Mansfield said that “what 
was for a decade and a half the 
only of peace in Indochina 

has been turned Into a bloody 
battlefield in the space of one 
month." 

He praised ousted Prince Noro- 
dom Sihanouk as keeping Cam- 
bodia out of the conflict through 
his diplomacy. He contended that 
the conflict “already involves the 
potential of an ugly genocide by 
government-stimulated mob action 
against the several hundred thou- 
sand Vietnamese civilians . . . who 
have lived in reasonable peace in 
Cambodia.” 

Sen. Mansfield told the Senate 
that the only way for the United 
States to avoid being dragged into 
another Vietnam was to “not in- 
tervene in any way, shape or form.” 

At the State Department, when 
asked about reported massacres of 
Vietnamese civilians in Cambodia, 
Mr. McCloskey said: “We have no 
information of our own to confirm 
such reports.” 

When asked whether such mas- 
sacres, if they did take place, would 
affect US. policy toward the new 
Cambodian government, he said 
that “any mass k i ll in g of innocent 
people is abhorrent and warrants 
condemnation." 

Mr. McCloskey declined to say 
whether the -administration, if It 
did decide to supply arms to Cam- 
bodia, would consult first with 
Congress. However, previously. 
Secretary of State William P. Ro- 
gers has indicated that there would 
be consultations to such a case. 


Reds Widen 
Their Attack 
In Cambodia 


PHNOM PENH, April 16 (AFj.— 
Vietnamese Communist forces have 
widened their attacks in Cambodia 
and are now threatening more than 
one-third of the country to a broad 
arc. 

Viet Cong units, cal l i n g them- 
selves the “New Sihanouk Army" 
in honor of the deposed head of 
state, Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
are advancing on four major fronts 
now, and others could soon be 
opened. 

The broadening assault coincid- 
ed with reports that a Peking 
radio broadcast heard here said 
Prince Sihanouk would return freon 
the Chinese capital to Cambodia 
tomorrow. 

Since, he was ousted March 18, 
and the new government began 
attempting to push the Vietnamese 
Communists out of Cambodian 
sanctuaries, the Communists have 
turned their fury on Cambodia. 

The new Viet Cong military line 
runs from the eastern central town 
of Krek, a major rubber planta- 
tion area, sooth in a swooping line 
through Eompong Xrach, around 
Svay Rieng and then over to the 
Mekong River. 

Last Bastion Threatened 

Virtually all of the area known 
as the 'Tarrots' beak," which bites 
deep into South Vietnam, is now 
under Viet Cong control. The last 
holdout is Svay Rieng and it is 
now threatened on three sides. 

Cambodian gunboats patroltog 
south from the crossing regularly 
come under small-arms lire and 
attacks from recoilless rifles, the 
flotilla commander said. 

On the west bank of the Mekong 
and south of Phnom Penh, Viet 
Cong forces have pushed up toward 
the provincial capital of Takeo. 

Military commanders report that 
mixed Viet Cong-North Vietnamese 
units have moved into the Ele- 
phant Mountains south of Takeo 
to force. Other units coming up 
the west bank of tbe Mekong could 
outflank Takeo defenders. 

These Communist movements ap- 
pear to be accomplished through 
infiltration of small units, which 
cut roads and prepare defenses for 
other infiltrators slipping to 
behind.

China, Russia Said to Agree 
On Limited Mutual Pullback

WASHINGTON. April 16 <WP). 
— Communist China and the So- 
viet Union have agreed to a limit- 
ed withdrawal of opposing forces 
from their disputed frontier, ac- 
cording to information reaching 
Western capitals. 

US. officials said yesterday that 
they regard the reports, which have 
filtered through both Russian and 
Chinese sources, to be credible. 

What is involved, according to 
these sources, is a mutual token 
withdrawal intended to scale down 
the border tension, rather than 
any settlement of the prolonged 
dispute over the 4,000-mile Sino 
Soviet frontier. Talks on the bor- 
der crisis began in Peking on Oct. 
20, 1969, after clashes between 
Russian and Chinese troops rais- 
ed a threat of major warfare.

The Chinese have said they do 
not demand return of all territory 
taken from them under what they 
call "unequal” Czarist treaties, but 
they seek what they call a "new, 
equal , treaty” to replace the old 
pacts.' 

UB. experts speculate that what 
has happened is that the Soviet 
Union, wanting to de-escalate the 
dispute and to withdraw Vasily V, 
Kuznetsov, first deputy foreign 
minister, from the prolonged talks, 
decided to make a limited conces- 
sion to Peking. 

Mr. Kuznetsov is now likely to 
withdraw from the Peking discus- 
sions and they will be turned over 
to a Soviet ambassador, these 
sources suggest. This would re- 
store ambassadorial-level represen- 
tation between the two arch-rivals 
for Communist world leadership 
for the first time since 1966. 

The Soviet Union and China 
withdrew their ambassadors that 
year during a period of violent out- 
bursts and physical attacks on 
foreign embassies in Peking at the 
outset of China's convulsive cul- 
tural revolution.

Brezhnev Speech Echoed

Today’s 30-minute televised open- 
ing ceremony, .was held, at the 
Belvedere, an in-city palace, where 
the Austrian State Treaty - was 
signed almost 15 years ago. Tbe 
treaty evacuated the Red Army 
from Austria and set this, small 
nation on its current neutral course 
in international relations. 

Austrian Foreign Minister Kurt 
Waldheim sounded very much as 
his Finnish counterpart had 
sounded last November when the 
Helsinki talks opened. Mr. Wald- 
heim hoped for "a turning-point 
in the history of disarmament” (a 
word both big powers avoid here * 
and "a new phase" in East-West 
relations. 

Mr. Waldheim also referred to 
the fact that the same ornate room 
In the Belvedere Palace had been 
used for signing the Austrian 
State Treaty. But Nikita S. 
Khrushchev then was in charge 
in Moscow and, retrospectively, he 
probably took the Red Army out 
of Austria as a step he knew 
would, as it did, lead to the sum- 
mit meeting he then wanted with 
President Eisenhower. 

That 1954 summit conference, at 
Geneva, gave the Russians a form 
of parity in international stand- 
ing. Now Moscow has reached a 
phase of rough parity in nuclear 
arms. Mr. Semyonov said today 
that' "it is from these - -sitions of 
principle,"— that is the policy of 
peaceful coexistence between na- 
tions despite differing social sys- 
tems — and a desire for what he 
termed "stronger international 
security and disarmament," that 
the Soviet Union had come to 
Vienna to “approach the strategic 
arms race."

President Nixon reportedly has decided to 
reject the resolution voted by three-fourths 
of the Senate urging him to propose an 
Immediate Soviet-American moratorium in 
the further deployment of offensive and 
defensive strategic weapons and In the 
flight-testing of MIRV multiple warhead 
missiles. Unless Moscow now makes a 
straightforward public proposal to freeze the 
nuclear balance at present parity levels' 
wjhile negotiations proceed, the continuing 
missile race will multiply manyfold the 
numbers of strategic delivery vehicles on 
both sides. 

Soviet Communist leader Leonid Brezhnev 
this week said that prospects for the talks 
will be favorable “If American opinion suc- 
ceeds in overcoming resistance by the arms 
manufacturers and the military” But the 
fact Is that the resistance of the Nixon 
administration to a missile freeze will be 
difficult to overcome as long as it can argue 
that the Soviet Union is not prepared to 
forgo either defensive anti-ballistic missiles 
(ABM) or offensive MIRV multiple war- 
heads. On the contrary, a clear Soviet 
proposal to ban both weapons and halt 
further deployment of ICBMs might Insure 
a senate cutoff of ABM and MIRV appro- 
priations while the proposal is being ex- 
plored. 

The central Issue that faces the SALT 


negotiators is whether to halt further ex- 
pansion of strategic weapons on both sides 
or to fix higher ceilings on some^weapons 
to permit completion of ongoing programs 
and even let some weapons run free. 

Unilateral verification of a missile freeze 
admittedly may fall to detect some viola- 
tions. But an uncontrolled arms race in- 
volves far more risk than the possibility of 
undetected violations of a unilaterally veri- 
fied missile freeze. Moreover, violations 
extensive enough fundamentally to alter the 
strategic balance would be detected in time 
for countermeasures, in the opinion of the 
Central Intelligence Agency and former 
Pentagon and presidential science advisers. 
One of these authorities. Dr. Wolfgang 
Pan of sky of Stanford, has argued persua- 
sively that a small step in arms limitation 
may be both harder to negotiate and more 
risky than a large step. 

"The more far-reaching the prohibition 
of the SALT treaty, the less Important the 
question of cheating becomes.” he said In 
a recent lecture. “A freeze of the ’status 
quo’ at present levels of strategic armaments 
is easier to police than a treaty specifying 
agreed numbers of components (missiles, 
radars, etc.) of permitted strategic systems. 
It Is easier to recognize changes than to 
Interpret In detail what is discovered.” 

The moment clearly calls for thinking big, 
not small. The chief question at Vienna is 
whether the Nixon and Brezhnev administra- 
tions are capable of it.

Making good on his promise — or was it a 
threat? — to turn away from the South, Pres- 
ident Nixon has gone to the upper Midwest 
In his effort to fill the existing vacancy on 
the Supreme Court.

As a penalty, the Ministry of 
Culture fined him 3G0 marks—, 
about $85 at the official ex- 
change rate. “It is like a traf- 
fic fine for speeding,” he re- 
marked, with the hint of a 
smile. 

To Heh With It’

As a result, “Las salle" has 
become something of a literary 
curiosity— banned In East Ger- 
many because of its political, 
tinder and virtually ignored in 
the West. Both the West Ger- 
man edition of about 5,000 and 
the somewhat smaller English 
edition by Cassel and Co., 
entitled “Uncertain Friend," 
have remai n ed sleepers, with 
little critical response. One 
. American publisher is. sitting 
on it 

-Another curious aspect of 
“Lassalle" is that Mr. Heyzn, 
who emigrated to the United 
States in 1035. wrote the original 
in English and then translated 
it into German.. 

*X. am somewhat disappoint- 
ed,” the 56-year- old author ad- 
mitted. "X don’t think . Xas- 
salle- has been understood in 
the West." However, in the 
coterie of Heym admirers in 
Germany it is highly regarded, 

. less for its political pertinence 
than for its literary qualities. 
19th Century Atmosphere 
He has succeeded not only In 
recreating the atmosphere of 
Germany in the mld-I&th cen- 
tury, but also the florid language 
that was common In the circles 
frequented by Lassaile. It is 
the equivalent of the Victorian 
era that produced the Gothic 
novels of English literature, 
which have no counterpart in 
German prose. 

Asked whether "Lassalle" was 
a labor of love. Mr. Heym 
retorted: "He was a bastard. 
But damn it. I got to like him. 
Maybe there is an affinity. He 
was a Jew and a revolutionary. 

I am a Jew and a Socialist. He - 
was a fantastic character, not 
just one person but many com- 
. bined, and he is- all but forgot- 
ten. Marx and Engels were 
sanctified. But nobody ever 
-mentions Lassalle. I came to 
feel he was a fallen angel." 

For an American reader' there 
is a piquant paralM between 
Mr. Heym's Lassalle and 
Alexander Portnoy, the hero of 
Philip Roth’s "Portnoy's Com- 
plaint.” 

Drawing on LassaHe s diaries 
and letters, the author portrays 
him as a 19th century Portnoy 
determined “to escaper the smells 
of the ghetto. . . the squabbling 
and whining of his mother and 
sister." 

like Portnoy, Lassalle found 
liberation from the domination 
. of his Yiddische Momma in the 
conquest of gentile women— the 
Countess Hatzfeldt, a Russian 
princess and many others — all 
shikses as both Lassalle and 
Portnoy referred to them in 
Yiddish. 

Impotent, Too 

Again like Portnoy, Lassalle 
became horrifyingly impotent 
when confronted by a beautiful 
girl of his own Jewish origin— 
Helen von Dbnnlgea .That was 
his downfall. 

Too prideful to relinquish his 
rinim on Helen, Lassalle etaal- 
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lenged her other suitor, Yanko 
von Racowltza. In the duel on 
AUg. 28, 1864, his rival shot 
first, hitting Lassalle deliberate- 
ly in the genitals and wounding 
him mortally. 

Queried about this parallel, 
Mr. Heym screwed up his bushy 
eyebrows and replied: 'Tve 
read Torlnoy' and it had not 
occurred to me. But perhaps 
they have something in com- 
mon in the psychoanalysis of 
a Jew— although the ghetto in 
Lassa lie's time was much dif- 
ferent than in Portnoy's." 

Mr. Heym, who lives com- 
fortably In the so-called “in- 
tellectual settlement" in Ber- 
lin's Griinau district, continues 
to be a prolific writer. 

He fled Nazi Germany In 1933 
at the age of 20 and landed In 
the United States two years 
later. He earned a blaster of 
. Arts at the University of, Chi- 
cago and. after publishing ar- 
ticles and books about Nazism, 
joined the US. Army in 1943. 
He earned a. Bronze Star in ' 
battle which he later sent back 
to President Truman in protest 
against American engagement 
in the Korean War and against 
the . [Sen. Joseph? McCarthy 
witch-hunts. 

American-Born Wife 

With his American-bom wife, 
Gertrude Gel bin, he went to 
East Germany In 1953. For a 
time they flourished. He was 
awarded the Heinrich Mann 
prize In 1954. and the National 
Book prize live years later. His 
wife founded and developed to 
prominence . the English-lan- 
guage publishing house, Seven 
Seas Books. She also helped 
' Mr. Heym edit his own novels 
including "Lassalle." which he 
dedicated to her. 

Since her death a year ago 
he has been very much alone. 
His solitude is compounded by 
the disapproval of the party, 
which turned thumbs down on 
his writing in 1966 when he 
spoke up at a writers' congress 
for the Independence of crea- 
tive artists. 

Last year his income in East 
Germany was about 5,000 
marks i$l,SOO) from royalties. 

“I am living on my savings," 
he said. 

He has just put the finish- 
ing touches on a novella about 
Daniel Defoe which is bound 
to get him in more trouble 
with the authorities. It tells 
about Defoe’s challenge to the 
censors and the way he was 
pilloried in public. 

‘Rewriting History’ 

His next project is a large- 
scale novel on ’ the biblical 
theme of ELing David and King 
Solomon. He said the idea at- 
fracted him because it in- 
volves “the rewriting of his- 
tory.” Mr. Heym suggested he 
is dealing with a parable about 
Stalinism. “Xt is the story 
of a revolution and its after - 
math,” he said. 

The Bible he is using as raw 
material was borrowed by bis 
late wife from the Christian 
Science Library in the old 
Loew’s building at 1540 Broad- 
way in New York.

Back-to-the-Roots Rock or 
100-Decibel Chamber Music 

By Henry Pleasants 

L ONDON. April IS. — Creed ence Clearwater 'Revival, out of San 
Francisco, rp a^'ng its first European tour, sold out the Royal 
Albert Hall two evenings running. It is the third of the major 
American rock groups to appear there this season; and. in public 
performance at least, it Is also the best. 

Chicago Transit Authority was handicapped by a bad sound 
balance, and Crosby, Stills and Nash by sloppy stage deportment 
and haphazard program building. Creed ence Clearwater Revival 
was refreshingly professional. These four young men — John 
Fogarty, lead guitar and lead singer; Tom Fogarty, rhythm guitar; 
Stu Cook, bass guitar; and Doug Clifford, drums— have been to- 
gether for ten years. They know exactly what they are doing. 
They know bow to do it, and when and far how long. And they 
know how to put it over. 

They had the audience dancing in the aisles and in their seats. 
Yes, in their seats. If you think that one cant dance sitting 
down, you have never experienced a rock concert where every- 
thing is going right. There was a roar of applause at the begin- 
ning and end of every number— all familiar from the group’s 
three record albums— and finally an honest-to-goodness standing 
ovation. 

Solid Rock 

The descriptive adjective that kept running through my head 
as they played was "solid.” They are not a fancy group. No 
striking personality, no showy virtuosity, no exhibitionism and not 
a trace of gimmickr y Nothing idiomatically or stylistica l ly out 
of the way, either. Although the sounds are ail their own. the 
treatment recalls either traditional rhythm and blues or traditional 
country and Western, played at the fashionable decibel count of 
contemporary rock. 

That's what the ‘revival” part of their name Is about. Despite 
the high amplification and a heavy rock beat, this is a nostalgic 
music — nostalgic, that is, for those who grew up with Elvis Presley 
and Carl Perkins, or with Little Richard, Chuck Berry and Bo 
Diddley. It's a kind of back-to-th e-roots rock, concerned not with 
rock as it is today, or as it may be tomorrow, but with the rock 
of rock *n’ roll and with the sources which converged in. rock. 

That’s where the •‘Clearwater" comes in. It comes, actually, 
from a beer commercial which had the words "clear water, clear 
water" running through it. To the group this suggested the pure 
sources not of beer, but of rock. "Creedence" was the name of a 
mutual friend. It seemed appropriate to a music which has over- 
tones of old-time faith and belief, so they kept it. odd spelling 
and all. ... 

Here, in any case, is a group which sounds in public perform- 
ance just as it sounds on records, a group independent of the 
multiple tracking embellishments of record studios and reinforce- 
ment or substitution by session men. They re m inded me of those 
fine musicians you hear backing Johnny Cash and Hank Snow, 
or B.B. Bing and Ray Charles— inconspicuous but indispensable, 
the difference being that in this case the ensemble Itself is the 
star.

The 93-year-old Casals first 
made his appearance after the 
88-year-old Stokowski had con- 
ducted his — Stokowski’s — ar- 
rangement for brass instru- 
ments of Casals's "O Vos 
O mnes." 

The stage cleared. Angie 
Brooks, president of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Na- 
tions, made a speech extolling 
the venerable cellist. 

Then the parade, started. Cel- 
lists popped out of the wings like 
raindrops in 8 northeaster. The 
stage of philharmonic Hall was 
Just big enough to seat them 
in comfort Cellists need space. 

Casals came out to more 
cheers and another rising ova- 
tion. He looked at his doughty 
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group— a group, incidentally. In 
which was sitting one bashful 
flutist. His job was to play one 
or two introductory measures. 
Casals brought his baton down, 
decisively. He may be old in 
years, he may walk slowly, but 
once he has a baton in his 
hand he is The Boss. 

"Sardana," composed more 
than 40 years ago. is a short 
but sweet piece that is more 
sophisticated than it sounds. 
Casals probably had not heard 
the music of Charles Ives when 
he wrote it. but there is some- 
thing very Ivesian in the poly- 
tonal middle section, where a 
procession goes its way in one 
key against folk melodies in 
another. The audience response 
was such that Casals repeated 
the "Sardana." 

That was the big thing of the 
concert, if only for its novelty. 
Stokowski started by conduct- 
ing the American Symphony 
Orchestra in Beethoven’s “Leo- 
nore” Overture No. 3. and lie 
also participated in Beethoven's 
‘■Emperor" Concerto with Ser- 
kin. who gave the work his 
usual sturdy, impulsive read- 
ing — leaving Stokowski a bit 
behind at the concluding bars.

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Depth, Dazzle in 'Zabriskie Point’

P 4RI5, April 36,— Misinforma- 
tion— -like bad news— travels 
swiftly and the derogatory 
reports on Antonioni's first 
American film, “Zabriskie 
Point,” arrived here immediately 
after Its New York premiere two 
months ago. > 

It may well be that critics in 
the United States were com- 
menting on another version of 
this magnificent motion picture 
mow at the Concorde-Pathe, 
the Quarrier-Latin and the Bil- 
boquet in English) for other- 
wise it is impossible to under- 
stand the vehemence of their 
denunciations. 

The most frequently voiced 
complaint was that the film's 
scenario was of an incompre- 
hensible density. Perlmps in 
another editing it was, but in 
Its present form it Is clarity 
Itself, a simple fable about the 
grandiose dreams of life's 
springtime set against the scene 
of contemporary campus unrest 
and granite Babbittry. 

A student at a California 
university, which has been oc- 
cupied by a militant section of 
fellow scholars, tires of his col- 
leagues' Mao-Mandst confer- 
ences and decides to cut these 
classes. A rugged individualist, 
distrustful of organization, he Is 
more of an anarchist than his 
comrades. He is. as he says, 
not afraid to die. but he refuses 
to be bored to death. 

Biot Flares 

An ugly riot flares on the col- 
lege grounds and the non- 
conformist “hero" draws a 
revolver to fire on a policeman 
who is struck down by another 
shot. In panic the student flees 
and, stealing a tourist plane, 
soars over the city and makes 
off to the open spaces. 

Landing at the outpost on 
the edge of Death Valley— the 
Zabriskie Point of the title— he 
encounters a young typist driv- 
ing to an assignment at a 
business convention to be held 
at a neighboring resort. They 
are drawn to one another and 
consummate their passion in the 
desert sands. He flies back to 
Los Angeles and, mistaken for 
the hunted assassin, is mowed 
down by a machine-gun volley 
on landing. The news of his 
death fills the head of his in- 
amorata with apocalyptic visions 
of destroying modem civiliza- 
tion. 

That is all there is to the 
screenplay, but that is not all 
there Is to this remarkable 
movie. 

Heated Drama 

Antonioni with extraordinary 
artistry has embellished it with 
pictorial grandeur and quicken- 
ed it with the throb of heated 
drama. The occupied univer- 
sity, seething with under- 
graduate hysteria; the hard- 
shelled, business -as-usual, aspect 
of the establishment figures,* the 
lyric, primeval innocence of the 
erotic passages in the dusty 
wastelands with the single 
couple being multiplied into 
countless couples at amorous 
play; and the finale with the 
mountain luxury hotel being 
blown (Jcy-hlgh again and again 
reveal a cinematographic master. 
There is sardonic humor, too, 
in the concluding montage in 
which libraries, television sets 
and refrigerators are dynamited, 
the contents of an exploded ice- 
box-lobsters and chickens— 
whirling about in slow motion. 

But- it is not alone in spec- 
tacles that Antonioni shines 
here. He has drawn a fascinating, 
if fantastic, picture of the Amer- 
ica of the moment which, with 
all its obvious exaggerations, will 
provoke discussion. From a 
novice actor, Mark Frechette, a 
carpenter recruited by chance in 
Boston, he has obtained a strik- 


ing and sensitive performance 
that conveys the troubled rest- 
lessness, the untamed wildness 
and the questing wonder of the 
desperate, detached student of 
the script. Daria Halprin, also 
making her film debut, responds 
satisfactorily to the direction 
as the heroine, and there Is the 
regulation performance of Rod 
Taylor impersonating a jolly 
tycoon. 

“Zabriskie Point" has depth 
as well as dazzle. It is a work 
of uncommon brilliance. 

• * * 

“Steamboat Bill, jr." is one 
of Buster Keaton's best and its 
present revival finds it in ship- 
shape. still capable of rocking 
the house. 

Made in 1928. it was one of 
the last of the silent master- 
pieces and seeing it today one 
realizes that an art has been 
lost. How vivid, how hilarious, 
how utterly winning and un- 
pretentious it all is. One is 
inclined to curse the talkies for 
slowing and subduing laughter 
with needless dialogue. 

The stone-faced Buster Is 
seen here, fresh from Harvard's 
halls, when he is summoned 
back to his Mississippi home, 
there to serve as second-in- 
command to his roughneck 
lather, the captain of a dilapi- 
dated river tug. A wealthy 
ship owner threatens their trade 
and Buster's romance with his 
daughter, but a cyclone brings 
everyone together at the end of 
this wild and wonderful farce. 


Keaton has become an Idol of 
the younger generation and all 
I us major comedies are being 
resurrected. On this occasion 
another memorable figure of the 
silent era makes his reap- 
pearance; Ernest Torrence, who 
plays Steamboat Bill sr. Tor- 
rence, a genial Scot-, trained for 
opera and long in the D'Oyly 
Carte Company, was called to 
Hollywood from the stage and 
his ability to cast a mean eye 
won him prominence as a 
screen villain. He scored im- 
mediately as the hillbilly heavy 
in “Tol'able David," but his 
outstanding work came later as 
a superb character actor. It 
is high time to bring back some 
of his films.

Can he be serious, 
standing there staring out of 
the telly at the hospital? Why 
a hospital? Well, you see, be 
is In the maternity ward. Mrs. 
Kirk has just been delivered 
of a child.

this has all the outward trap- 
pings of being serious— playing 
George Wallace at the school- 
house door. 

Surely the governor cannot be 
serious. Surely Rep. Ford can- 
not be serious. Nor President 
Nixon. Nor Mrs. Mitchell. 

It Is a sobering thought, but 
it had better be said: All these 
people very probably believe 
they are being serious. Maybe 
the silly season has come early 
this year. In any case, things 
are bound to improve. Or so 
some optimist Invariably insists.

Fathers and Sons, Literature and Reality

TVTEW YORK. April 16 tNYT). 

—In 1962, Isaac Basheris 
Singer wrote a short story 
called “The Son.'* which told 
of his meeting with his son. 
whom he bad not seen In 20 
years. 

Now the son— Israel Zamir 
(Hebrew for Singer;— has pub- 
lished ills own version of the 
encounter, in the Tel Aviv 
newspaper Alhaznishmar. 

The son was five years old 
when Singer left Poland for 
America in 1935. abandoning his 
wife and the boy. When the 
son— a 25-year old member of 
a kibbutz — came to New York 
lor a visit, his father was wait- 
ing for him at dockside. 

A Son's Story 

The ship was late. I. B. Singer 
wrote. He waited. He recalled 
that the boy's motber bad opted 
to go to Soviet Russia instead 
of to America. She and the 
boy then moved to Turkey, and 
finally managed to reach Pa- 
lestine. 

The boy’s account recalled 
that he had known his father 


only from a few letters and 
from his mother’s accounts. 

“He wanted to come close to 
me. and he found that he was 
offending me. His Hebrew was 
strange, a mixture of talmudic 
language and the Hebrew of tbe 
enlightenment. I was embar- 
rassed by his style and I de- 
stroyed his letters. Sometimes 
for Rosh Haahanah fnew year’s > 
or for a birthday he would send 
me a few dollars, possibly when 
he was overcome by a feeling 
of fatherhood or guilt.” Zamir 

writes in his story. 

The son felt no affection for 
his father and rarely thought 
about him. “I imagined him as 
one of those American tourists 
who come to the kibbutz, with 
a luxurious car. and through Its 
window you can see the back 
of a fat neck . . . and the man 
stays for a short while, praises 
everything in a very loud voice, 
spreads boyish smiles all over 
the place, and leaves as he came, 
in a cloud of dust, amid the 
children’s dreams about -the 
magical life across the ocean.” 

Zamir had sent a photo— but 
it was blurred. Was he tall? 
Singer wondered. Had his blond 


hair turned dark? He was 
coming from the past like a 
dream, and did not belong in the 
present,. 

What Is a Son? 

What Is a son, after all? he 
wondered, and suddenly his son 
was there — clothes shabby, hair 
tangled, back bent. He carried 
a wooden satchel and a paper 
package. 

And the son saw his father: 
average height, pale and thin. 

They shook hands, and his 
father kissed him on the cheeks.' 

Singer felt himself quickly 
acquiring the authority of a 
father.' “Like old friends who 
know one another's thoughts 
we did not need long ex- 
planations. He said to me 
almost without words: I under- 
stand that you could not stay 
with my mother. I have no 
complaints.'’ 

Riding home by taxi through 
a night lit by flashes of light- 
ning and the brightness of neon, 
the son felt an oppressive 
silence. Cold sweat ran down 
his body. He wanted to explode 
“the rocks of silence, to tear 
down the barrier.” There are 


no chance Incidents In the 
world, his father was saying to 
him: “If you are alive, .It’s a 
sign that you were meant to 
be alive/' 

The son recalled the terrible 
days of the flight from Russia, 
the cbeap hotels In Istanbul; 
lie remembered being stateless, 
without passport or money, “a 
prey to every knock on the 
door.” • 

"He didn’t send money.” the 
son remembered. “He said he 
had 0000.” 

During the war, as the son 
learned and wrote, his father 
had terrible nightmares. He 
'.70uld see Ms wife and son in 
a convoy going to Auschwitz. 
Each time he would wake up 
distraught and begin saying his 
prayers. 

“For a minute I believed that 
blood is thicker than water,” 
the son wrote, and it helped 
him slowly to remove some of 
the barriers between himself 
and his father. 

Since their meeting in 1955, 
I. B. Singer has spent a great 
deal of time with his son. who 
Is now married with two chil- 
dren of his own.
